DUTIES OF THE DAT. 


Fifth—Vie reaffirm the belief avowed in 1876, 


that the duties levied for tbe purpose of reve- 
nues should so discriminate as to favor Ameri 
can labor. That no further grant of the public 
domain should be made to any railroad or other 
corporation. That slavery having perished in 
tho States, its tvrin barbarity, polygamy, must 
die iu the Territories. That everywhere tbe pro- 
tection accorded to a citizen of American rirtu 
must be secured to citizens by American adop- 
tion 
That it is the duty of Congress to develop 


snd improve our watercourses and harbors, but 
we insist that lurther subsidies to private per- 
sons or corporations must cease. Thot the obli- 
gallons to the men who preserved its intcsrily 
in the day of battle are undl-ntnished by the 
lRp«! of fllteen ji'Ors sinco their final victory.
